Notes on Cauliflowers. 

I am obliged to “ Cauliflower” for his letter 
but I think he is under some misapprehension. i 
only advocate hand-lights for the earliest cauli- 
flowers, because their shelter brings them on 
several weeks earlier, when they are more valuable, 
not because they are absolutely necessary. 


The Walcheren Cauliflower 
is somewhat hardier than the Early London, m 
e 


The Autumn Giant Cauliflower 
should be sown in a sheltered piace early in 
March, for late autumn use. In fact, I always 
sow this cauliflower in autumn, as my soil, being 
hot and dry, sometimes the Walcheren fails from 
that cause. But the giant is always close and 
firm, and when sown in autumn it comes in to- 
wards the end of July and beginning of August. 


Pruning a Grape Vine, 

T. A. P.—More than half the outdoor grape 
vines in the country are ruined and rendered use- 
less for want of more vigorous action with tbe 
knife. Thin out the old canes, and train in new 
shoots two feet apart. The young rod system is 
the best for open air grapes; the bunches are 
larger on the young wood, and when the shoots 
are trained thinly the foliage and young wood 
have a better chance of opening; and the fruit, 
under the stimulus of larger ves and wore 
robust growth, will come finer. ADAM.

LOSS OF AN ENGLISH 
SUPPOSED 52.0 


On the 27th ult. it was reported from Amsterdam 
that a ship had stranded on one of the outlying 
banks, and had subsequently disappeared. Divers 
have been sent down to ascertain, if sible, the 
name of the vessel, but have returned unsuccess~ 
ful, the wreck having settled in the sand. The 
vessel is un iron ship, has & round stern, and is 
laden with nitrate, at least, bugs have been found 
in which this article is shipped. ‘The divers landed 
a blacked varnished yard, 54%. in length, and a 
piece of a jibboom with white paintedtop. When 
the vessel stranded on January 26th, it was re- 
ported from the lighthouse that she was of а good 
eize, and as far as could be made out, rigged as a 
barque. A body was washed ashore at Nieu- 
wediep, supposed from the wreck. It was that 
ef а man, «parently from 45 to 50 years of 
age, with light hair and mourtache, and having 
оп a flannel shirt marked '* William Lundving,” 
as stated by the men who found the body, 
but the authorities state that the name 
was William Sunter. Further, a pillow was 
washed ashore, marked with the name, “T. 
Hlollanday.’’ here is reason to fear, says a Lloyd's 
dispatch, that the vessel referred to is the ship 

Rilla, of London, bound from Pisagua to Ham- 

urg, which vessel sailed from Falmouth on the 
24th vlt., and was signalled from Lloyd's signal 
station at Beachy Head «n the following day, but 
has not yet been reported as arrived at Hamburg.

It was stated that the present 
abandonment of the scheme is also mainly due to 
similar difficulties. The proposed share and

The Undergraduate and the 
Dressmaker. 

In the case of Brannagan v. Brannagan and 
Brennan, the petition was presented by the hus- 
band, now an officer in the Army Medical Staff 
Corps in India, praying for the dissolution of his 
marriage on the ground of the misconduct of his 
wife, the respondent.—The parties were married 
in Dublin on the 6th of April, 1875, the petitioner 
being then an undergraduate of the Queen’s Col- 
lege, Belfast. The respondent at the time of 
the marrage was a dressmaker in Dublin. 
After the marriage the respondent returned 
to her parents and the petitioner returned to col- 
lege. me time after that the petitioner went to 
Edinburgh to pursue his studies there, he paving 
determined to qualify himself for military service. 
The parties, however, never lived together as 
husband and wife, as he never had the means of 
maintaining her. In 1878 some of the relatives of 
the petitioner were in London, the respondent 
being also in the metropolis. The petitioner got 
his degree in 1879, and after that he obtained em- 
pozment on board one of the steamers of the Allan 
uine. He asked the respondent to accompany 
him on his voyage to India, but she refused. On his 
return home from that voyage he hadan interview 
with the respondent. She then went down on 
her knees before him and began to cry. 
She admitted that she bad misconducted herseif. 
After that the petitioner went again to sea, and 
for some months he was absent from England. 
He returned to England in 1880, and sawthe 
respondent. She then told him her confession of 
misconduct was uutrue. ‘The petitioner had 
doubts about the matter, but he went to sea 
again withont making further observations. After 
this he obtained an appointment in the Medical 
Staff Corps in India, and that caused him to 
have to go to the Soudan anu various other parts 
of the world. He, however, obtained leave 
and came to England, wben he made in- 
quiries as to the respondent. He found that 
she had been confined of a child at Ventnor, of 
which he was not the fatber, and hethen filed the 

resent petition. As his leaveof absence expired 
fore the petition could be heard, the petitioner 
was examined before the registrar on commission, 
and hise:atement then made was read.—Mrs. Jane 
Blake proved the birth of the child of the 
respondent.

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EXCITING SCENE. 

A fire was discovered at 4 quarter t two 
o'elock on Thu y morning at 5, Clarence- 
terrace, Regent's Park. This was a large private 
residence of sixteen rooms, occupied by Captain 
Garcia, and the fire brokeout 1n the front kitchen 
in the basement. The inmates were awakened to 
find dense volumes of smoke rolling up the stair- 
case, and as eseape by the usual exits seemed 
impossible, they rushed to the windows and 
appealed tor help. In the meantime, an early call 
had been given to the firemen at the King-street, 
Baker-street, Fire Station, and while the engine 
was at once turned out, Fireman James Carter 
poe to the scene with the fire-escape. When 
e arrived men, women, and children—the mem- 
bers of Captain Garcia's family and his domestics

reat excitemeut, eleven people were brought 
own the escape safely. By this time water had 
been brought to bear on the fire, and ultimately 
the flames were subdued. The lower part of the 
premises was burned out, and serious damage was 
anes to the rest of the house by heat, smoke, 
water, &c. 


FATAL BOXING COMPETITION. 
Another death, similar to that which recently 
took place in Clerkenwell, has occurred throug 
boxing. A boxing competition, promoted by the 
Stanhope Amateur Athletic Club, took place at 
their headquarters, Windmill-street, Tottenham 
Court-road, where a well-known amateur, J. 
Williams, was drawn in one of the boxing heats, 
and in the third round was knocked out by his 
opponent: He remained unconscious, and was 
taken to the Middlesex Hospital, where he died.— 
An inquest will be held.
